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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Ira Schultz on 9/29/2005. 

The application has been amended as follows in view of expediting allowance: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

(1) In claim 1, line 9, after "directly mounted on", "a surface" is changed to 
-the surface--. 

(2) In claim 4, line 9, after "a filter layer", -directly- is inserted. 

(3) In claim 4, line 13, after "photo-sensors", -, wherein the substrate, encapsulation 
resin and filter layer of an each photo-sensor forming a parallelepiped, each outside 
surface of the parallelepiped being an continuous, smooth surface— is inserted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-3, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a photo-sensor for 
detecting signal rays comprising, in addition to the other recited features of the claim, a filter 
layer being directly mounted on a surface of an encapsulation resin; and a substrate, the 
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encapsulation resin and the filter layer forming a parallelepiped, each outside surface of the 
parallelepiped being a continuous, smooth surface. 

Regarding claim 4, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method for 
manufacturing a plurality of photo-sensors comprising, in addition to the other recited steps of 
the claim, the steps of forming a filter layer directly on the resin layer to form a photo-sensor 
aggregation and dicing the aggregating at boundaries between divisions, thereby producing a 
plurality of independent photo-sensors, wherein a substrate, the encapsulation resin and the filter 
layer of an each photo-sensor forming a parallelepiped, each outside of the parallelepiped being a 
continuous, smooth surface.
